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DETAILED ACTION 

Status of the Claims 

1. Claims 1-5, 7-31, 35 and 39-40 are pending. 

Applicant's amendment filed April 25, 2007 is acknowledged, and applicants' response 
has been fully considered. Claims 1, 14, 15 and 24 have been amended. Therefore, claims 1-5, 
7-31,35 and 39-40 are examined. 

Withdrawn-Claim Objections 

2. The previous objection to claims 1 and 14 is withdrawn in view of applicant's 
amendment to the claim, and applicant's response at page 17 in the amendment filed April 25, 
2007. 

Withdrawn Claim Rejections - 35 U.S.C. $ 112 

3. The previous rejection of claims 1-5,7-10, 14, 15, 17, 18, 20, 22, 24-31, 39 and 40 under 
35 U.S.C. § 1 12, second paragraph (see paragraphs 8-10 in the previous Office Action dated 
January 8, 2007), is withdrawn in view of applicant's amendment to the claim, and applicant's 
response at pages 18-19 in the amendment filed April 25, 2007. 

New Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 1-5, 7-10, 12-31, 35 and 39-40 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 
matter which applicant regards as the invention. 
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5. Claims 1-5, 7-10, 12-31, 35 and 39-40 are indefinite because of the use of term "X is 
oxygen, sulfur, CH 2 0- or CH 2 S-" and/or "R 3 , R 4 or R 5 are each . . . substituted alkyl, . . . 

substituted aryl, substituted arylalkyl,. . . .substituted heteroaryl, . . . .". The term cited renders 

the claim indefinite, it is not clear whether the term "CH 2 0- or CH 2 S-" means that the XH group 
is "CH 2 OH or CH 2 SH" or "CH 3 0- or CH 3 S-" group. Regarding the term "substituted alkyl, . . . 

substituted aryl, substituted arylalkyl,. . ..substituted heteroaryl it is not clear what group is 

used for substitution, where is the substitution in the group, and what structures these substituted 
alkyl, aryl, arylalkyl or heteroaryl groups have. Claims 2-5, 7-10, 12, 13, 14-31, 35 and 39-40 
are included in the rejection because they are dependent on rejected claims and do not correct the 
deficiency of the claim from which they depend. 

6. Claims 14, 15 and 35 are indefinite because of the use of the term "c) on resin 
cyclization", it is not clear what molecule is used in a method of on-resin cyclization. Claims 1 5 
and 35 are included in the rejection because they are dependent on a rejected claim and do not 
correct the deficiency of the claim from which they depend. 

Claim Objections 

7. Claim 1 1 is objected to because the claims are dependent from a rejected claim. 

Conclusion 

8. Claims 1-5, 7-10, 12-31, 35 and 39-40 are rejected; and claim 1 1 is objected to.
